At the request of Admiral Mag-

AUGUSTA, Me., Aug. 23.— Declar- 


ing that the ku klux klan is "con- 
trary to the letter and spirit of the 
constitution," 
Gen. Charles 
G. 


Dawes added his stamp of disap- 
proval to the hooded order here to- 
day. 


Speaking to a huge gathering of 


republicans at Island Park, Dawes 
departed from his prepared address 
to make the first formal reply to the 
challenge issued by John W. Davis 
that the republican standard bearer 
also condemn the klan. 


But, like Davis, the republican vice 


presidential candidate expressed the 
very firm belief that the klan issue 
"has no proper part in this or any 
other campaign." 


Dawes' reference to the klan came 


as a surprise to a majority of the 
people assembled to. hear him, altho 
earlier in the day irord came from 
Plymouth the President Coplidge's 
advisers anticipated that the 'general 
would make the first response to 
Davis' challenge. 


In speaking as he did, Dawes flat- 


ly ignored the possible consequences 
to the election of Senator Ralph O. 
Brewster, republican candidate toe 
governor"'!vrttoTO~iJbvmlnation" is gen- 
erally accepted in the state as hav- 
ing been brought about by support' 
of klan followers. 


William R. Pattangall, democratic 


opponent of Brewster for the gover- 
norship, has been making his fight 
on an out and out anti-klan platform. 
In launching into his subject, General 
Dawes started with customary blunt- 
ness: 


"I first desire to speak," he said, 


"as Mr. Davis did yesterday, relative 
to the ku klux klan. I agree with 
him that it has no proper part in 
this or any other campaign. But 
whether proper or not, unfortunately 
in this campaign, a mobilization of 
radicalism 
under LaFollette, the 


largest single section of which flies 
the red flag, is attacking the consti- 
tution of the United States. 


"I cannot agree therefore, with. Mr. 


Davis' inference on this discussion, 
that it diverts discussion from the 
chief issue the people must settle in 
November by their votes. It only 
emphasizes the greatest Issue. 


"Let me say at once," he contin- 


ued, 
"that I recognize that the ku 


klux klan in many localities and 
among many people represents only 
an instinctive groping for leadership 
moving In the interest of law en- 
forcement which they don't find in 
many cowardly office holders, 


.-"But it is not the right way to 


forward law enforcement," he added. 
"Appeals to racial, religious or class 
prejudice by minority organizations 
are opposed to the welfare of ail the 
people in a civilized community."

case. But Dickie, the 


'^motionless, the boy without feelings 
"Has 
been awakened. 


For the first hour of Darrow's mov- 


ing address, Dickie listened atten- 
.tively, admiringly but without emo- 
'tion. Then his calm gave way and

as Darrow said 


'the hanging of the boys would be a 


;tbrowback to the "cruel, dark days 
61 the bloody past" When the at- 
torney mentioned his mother, Dickie 
seemed about to faint.

SCIENTISTS ARE STILL PUZZLED 


OVEB THAT PLANET. 


Lowell Observers Believe Heat on 


Mari Would Support an Other- 


wise Adapted Form of 


Organic Life. 


LOWELL OBSERVATORY. FLAG- 


STAFF, Ariz., Aug. 23.—Mars came 
within 34,600.000 miles of the earth 
last night, blinked, his red eye and 
went away Into space again, still as 
mysterious aa ever in most respects. 
But delicate instruments at Lowell 
observatory here did record 
many 


lacts concerning him and will con- 
tinue to do so for many more weeks 
as he falls behind the earth in the 
everlasting race around the sun. 


Outstanding of the newest facts 


learned and to which is to be added 
other inforamtlon are those relating 
to temperature of the planet. 


Summed up, this evidence shows, 


in the opinion of the scientists at the 
observatory 
that the heat on th<- 


planet is such as would support and 
otehrwise adapted form of organic 
life. 


Terrestial clouds interfered occa- 


sionally with observation here dur- 
ing the maximum approach last night 
but later in the evening they cleared 
away and the planet gleamed clear 
and strong across space. 


Towards the sunrise edge of the 


planet, notches were noticed in the 
edge of the polar cap. Some of the 
larger "canals" were plainly visible. 
These connected some of the dark 
'areas. 


The summer season is just start- 


ing on the planet in its 
southern 


hemisphere and for weeks the planet 
will still be relatively close enough 
for observation of changes 
on the 


surface as they deevlop.

chance of mishap might have caused 
detection. 


"And they slaughtered this child 


for what? Just like the mad acts of 
the fool in King Lear; it only com- 
pares with that. The doctors swear 


crowds might see the example, and 
more pockets were picked in the 
crowds that went to see the hang- 
ings than ever before." 


"Murder by the state cannot stop 


murder by the individual. 


"I know, and your honor knows, 


that since punishment for crime has 
been made less horrible the number 
of crimes has diminished." 


Striking a dramatic poise, his arms 


upraised, Darrow looking -deep into 
Justice Caverly's eyes said: 


"Need I argue that cruelty only 


makes cruelty, that hatred causes 
hatred? You can't kill evil and 
hatred and air that goes 
with it. 


Can't people understand that charity 
and love and understanding is, the 
only way to go about it? How often 
must the people be told this? 


"This is a Christian community— 


so called—and yet it cries for blood. 
Has there ever been a religion or an 
honest philosopher that has not 
preached the doctrine of mercy?" 


Man without emotion, Darrow said, 


is not a man. Intellect is nothing 
compared to emotion. Without emo- 
tion, men may do most anything, in- 
cluding crime.

N the country they have homely but expressive 
terms to describe many things. Of a horse it may 
be said, he has "good wind" or "bad wind," as 


the case may be. On exercising, the beast breathes 
with difficulty, or if his heart and. lungs are good, 
he may he driven for miles without apparent dis- 
turbance of his breathing. 


Human beings' present similar conditions. The 


slightest exertion may" result In labored breathing 
and feeling of faintness. 
In short, the individual 


possesses "bad wind." 
DR. COPELANB~ 


The chief cause for ttys uncomfortable and sometimes terrifying 


symptom, is weakness of the heart muscle. 


Such weakness may be the natural+ 
• 


result of a lazy, inactive life. Office 
workers and all others whose habits 
are sedentary are likely to be short 
of breath if they indulge in any un- 
accustomed exertion. 
The heart muscle of such a person 


is like all the other muscles of his 
body. It is soft and flabby for the 
same reason that all his other 
muscles are soft and flabby. It •will 
continue in this undesirable state 
until its owner reforms and takes 
the systematic exercise so necessary 
to physical perfection. 


Of course there are cases where 
the heart muscle develops weakness 
and loss of tone occurs. It is un- 
likely- to be a primary disturbance, 
but on the contrary it appears as 
one of the accompaniments of ill- 
health. For instance, in chlorosis or 
anemia there may be loss of normal 
heart tone. 
Chlorosis is a disease in which fl^e 


blood and blood elements become 
diluted. If the blood fails to furnish 
the elements of strength and vigor, 
it is not surprising that the heart 
itself should fail in power. 
It used to be the practice to pre- 
scribe "graduated exercises." 
In 


some of the sanitarium, grounds 
walks of varying lengths are laid 
off. The patient -used to be directed 
to walft-a quarter of a mile twice 
a day ta begin -with and as he 
progressed, to -walk more each day. 


More important than this, how- 


ever, is to 
find 
out- what is 
fundamentally wrong. 
The heart 


will never fail you, provided you 
take care of your body. If this 
organ does begin to loaf on its job, 
find out why. 
Are you eating as you should and 


getting sufficient sleep? 
Are your teeth, tonsils and nasal 
cavities in proper condition? 
What about your digestion and 
waste disposal? 
Do the kidneys act as they should? 
If the-wind is bad, there must be 
more or less complete rest until 
the attack disappears. You cannot 
hope for relief unless you do rest. 
Proper diet—eating the proper 


quantities of the right food—this is 
the first rule. 
Your doctor will prescribe the 


remedies.

Mr. Connell's will divides an es-

to It Just -what return a man with capital is 
satisfied with is a variable quantity, but with 
the decisions of courts to guide in the utility 
cases upon which they have passed the diver- 
gence is not so great 
The utilities are now 


generally permitted returns varying from 6 to 
8 per cent, and this is satisfactory because 
they are, as a rule, monopolies and they are, 
generally speaking, assured of a sufficient 
amount of business to earn that return. Gen- 
eral business is more hazardous, and therefore 
asks for an Insurance against that hazard.

The National Industrial Conference board 


has Just made a survey of taxation in Wis- 
consin, which has so long been held up to us 
as a. model government. 
It finds that the 


burden of taxation there is relatively higher 
than in the six adjacent states investigated for 
comparison. It concludes that the corporation 
and property taxes have been so hampering to 
industrial progress that large and prosperous 
concerns have moved to adjacent states and 
that new enterprises have been slow about 
opening up.
